VALENCIA COMMUNITY COLLEGE 


All VCC courses last 14 weeks — one full semester — and 
college credit will be given upon successful completion of 
course work. Each course costs $45 to enroll. 


è Principles of Accounting I — meets Tuesdays from 6 to 8:45 
p.m. beginning September 2. This course will cover the con- 
cepts, principles and techniques applicable to the account- 
ing cycle, notes, accruals, deferrals, receivables, inventory 
evaluation, depreciation, asset valuation, and payrolls. The 
instructor tends to make this course relate directly to your 
day-to-day operation. 

e Introduction to Business — meets Monday from 6 until 8:45 
p.m. beginning Monday, September 8. Included in the out- 
line for this course are the fundamentals of business organi- 
zation and procedures to acquaint the student with man- 
agement, terms, organization, and control of large and small 
business. 

è Technical Business Communications — meets Thursdays 
from 6 until 8:45 p.m. beginning September 4. In this course 
the emphasis is placed on ctear, simple, and precise English. 
Writing of business letters, office memos, technical reports, 
proposals, and recommendations. Practice in collecting and 
organizing data and preparing report formats are also in- 
cluded as well as oral reports and interviewing techniques. 


ORANGE COUNTY ADULT EDUCATION 
Orange County Adult Education classes last for 9 weeks. 
No college credit is available. Continued on page 2 
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è English as a Second Language — 
meets Wednesdays from 6 until 9 
p.m. beginning September 3. This is 
a free course designed to help the 
foreign-born individual better com- 
municate in the English language. 
Emphasis will be placed on both 
speaking and writing skills. If you are 
interested in improving your English 
skills, this is the class for you! 


è Spanish — meets Tuesdays from 6 
to 8:45 p.m. beginning September 2. 
This course will emphasize conver- 
sational Spanish. It is designed to ac- 
commodate beginning and inter- 
mediate students. Records will also 
be used by participants to increase 
vocabulary and pronunciation. This 
course is offered to Walt Disney 
World cast members at no charge. 


e German — meets Wednesdays 
from 6 until 8:45 p.m. beginning 
September 3. This course will be an 
introduction to the German lan- 
guage with an emphasis on conver- 
sational abilities.

4. This course is directed toward de- 
veloping conversational abilities in 
the language. This free class is de- 
signed to accommodate various 
levels of fluency including beginning 
and intermediate levels. 


e Russian — meets Mondays from 6 
until 8:45 p.m. beginning on Sep- 
tember 8. This course is designed to 
help Walt Disney World cast mem- 
bers use Russian on the job by 
learning specific skills and em- 
phasizing conversational abilities. 
There is no charge for enrollment in 
this course. 


è Speedwriting — meets Mondays 
and Wednesdays from 6 until 8:45 
p.m. beginning September 3. ABC 
Speedwriting or stenoscript is based 
on the letters of the alphabet and 
common punctuation symbols, as 
well as word sounds. They will learn 
to take dictation and transcribe at 40 
to 80 words per minute. Learning this 
form of stenoscript could help the 
participant meet dictation re- 
quirements for certain clerical posi- 
tions at Walt Disney World Com- 
pany. The cost for this course is $9. 
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è Shorthand I — meets Tuesdays 
and Thursdays from 6 until 8:45 p.m. 
beginning September 2. This is the 
beginning Gregg Shorthand Di- 
amond Jubilee series structured for 
participants who have never had 
shorthand or who would like to re- 
fresh their skills. This course con-
